while thousands of Democrats w ho believe 
that Pendleton w as defeated by Standard Oil 
money in that memorable contest live years 
ag o would g ive him their votes as a rebuke to 
Senator Pa yne. 
A nd Halstead's election by 
the people w ould Ik? sueh a vindica tion as no 
other power could g ive him. A second noin 
nation to Berlin, and a confirmation by the 
aid of votes from the new ly adm itted state 
could afford him no such consola tion as a 
election to the hig hest otlice in his ow n stab 
And it could be done w ithout irritation to 
those 
Senators 
w ho 
took occa sion 
g et 
even 
w ith 
him, 
while 
it 
would 
afford 
g reat 
relief 
to 
Prcsi 
dent Harrison, w ho has the best of reason 
for w ishing to avoid being drawn into a quar 
rel ovur an issue that is purely personal. 
W e quote in another part of this paper an 
article from Mr. Halstead’s journal, written by 
his partner w hile its subject is too sick to take 
any interest in the matter, 
It defines the line 
of warfare that has been mapped out by the 
Co mmercia l-Ornette ag ainst the Senators, 
reiterates the old 
cha rg es ag ainst 
them 
either of ha ving been broug ht under the in 
lluenee of Standard Oil money, or of ha ving 
been restrained from an investig ation of the 
Pa yne case by g u ilty knowedg e of the influ 


enee that m oney had been permitted to exert 
I a their own elections. 
This la ng ua g e justi 
ties, after the fact, the course of the Senators 
in rejecting Mr. Halstead. N o man of intelli 
g ence outside of the Co mmercia l- Ga zette office 
believes or affects to to believe that Standard 
Oil money prevented au investig ation. N either 
is there g round for suspecting that these Sen 
atots owed their elections to a corrupt use of 
money 
and 
were restrained from 
actin' 
throug h threats of exposure of their ow n con 
duct. 
Even in reg ard to Senator Paj'tie, no 
evidence was ever a dduced to convict him of 
g uilty participation in the frauds by w hich 
his nomination was secured in a Leg isla ture 
that had been chosen for the express purpose 
' of re electing Mr. Pendleton. 
The 
Co nnncr 
cia l-Ga zette only weakcus its case by these 
extravag ant a ccusa tions, to sustain w hich it 
has never furnished a line or word of proof. 
The Senate refused to investig ate beca use the 
charg es did not seriously involve Sena tor 
Pa yne him self, and because w ith him left out 
the quarrel became a state affair, to be fou g ht 
out between tw o fa ctions of the Dem ocra tic 
party. 
Dem ocra tic newspapers are in a rapture of 
exulta tion over what one of them describe 
as “ the first serious rupture in the Republica n 
party since the election 
of President 
H a r­ 
rison.” 
But there is no rupture and 
no oc­ 
casion for one. 
T he President has a llow ed 
the Senate to g o hom e quietly 
w ithout ex ­ 
hibiting any displeasure or ta king a ny step of 
retaliation. 
T he relations between him self 
and the unw illing Senators are not strained 
by the exercise of au unquestioned personal 
rig ht by the latter. 
It is no uncom m on thing 
for a new President to have oue or more of 
his nom inations rejected. 
Instances by the 
score could be cited w ithin the m em ory of 
the present g eneration. 
Gen. 
Grant saw 
with g reat pa tience one nom inee after another 
for Chief J ustice rejected until he found 
man who proved to l>e sa tisfa ctory. Garfield's 
nom ination 
of 
Chandler 
for 
S olici­ 
tor 
General 
w a s 
rejected, 
but 
President 
Arthur 
ca lled 
him 
to 
the Cabinet and he wa s deem ed acceptable 
for the hig her position. 
H a yes saw ¡Stanley 
M atthews rejected 
for the Suprem e Court, 
but his renom ina tion by Garfield wa s ap 
proved. 
Mr. Clevela nd hud the g ood fortune 
to find a Republican Senate in possession, and 
wa s treated more g enerously than a ny R e­ 
publican President had been by a Sena te of 
either party, even 
nom ina tions p ositively 
sca nda lous being a llow ed 
to g o 
throug h. 
The Dem ocrats w ho are exulting over H a l­ 
stead’s rejection as full of evil portent to the 
Republican party 
need to jog their m em ­ 
ories. 
A ll the rejections of nom ina tions that 
ha ve ever happened produced no effect upon 
the unity and integ rity of the party. 
A nd it 
now leaves Mr. Halstead and his enem ies to 
settle their purely personal quarrel betw een 
them selves, assured that it w ill not wea ken 
the R epublica nism or the fidelity of any party 
to the controversy. 


T IIE S O U T H E R N P R O B L E M . 


T he A tla nta Co nstitutio n sends out an elo­ 
quent appeal to the North to consider the ter­ 
rible problem of neg ro rule. 
It sta tes that 
the South is ea g er to divide, to break up the 
sectional alig nm ent, but is restrained there­ 
from by the certa inty that it would com e u n ­ 
der the dom ina tion of illiterate neg roes. 
It 
presents this statem ent: 
There is not a state in the South in which a serious 
division of the whites would not g ive the neg roes the 
balance of power. Not a state in which an unscrupu­ 
lous minority of the whites could not by easy cor­ 
ruption of the illiterate, or by the easy misleading of 
the ig norant neg roes, capture the state g overnment 
Whatever happens, the neg ro franchise will run in 
racial currents. Let the best happen, and the neg ro 
could not within this g eneration acq uire enoug h euu- 
cation, or even information, to establish political 
convictions that would carry him throug h orderly 
or steadfast way s into either or both political par­ 
ties. His vote would bo in any event lumped and 
cong ested, and the prey of the corrupt or crafty . In 
Mississippi, for ex ample, there are 13,000 illiterate 
white voters and 145,000 illiterate block voters. 
And then it asks several questions, their 
substance being : 
“ Is there a state iu the 
North in w hich the w hite people w ould not 
com bine their votes and their wea lth in one 
pa rty if a popula tion of illiterate neg roes 
were in the m a jority? ” 
W ell the South seem s to be confronting a 
dilem m a with tw o horns to it. 
T he w hiles 
w a nt to keep control of the offices » « d the 
g overnm ent; it also wants Northern ca pita l 
and g enius to aid its material developm ent. 
B ut the fa ct is dawuiuir upon the Southern 
m ind that it cannot ha ve both of these thing s, 
for Northern 
w ill not g o or invest their 
capital w l^fe law is system a tica lly and per­ 
sisten cy viola ted, and the rig hts of the m a ­ 
jority denied. 
U nplea sa nt as the alterna tive may be, the 
South m ust breuk up its solidity, even at the 
risk of a temporary assertion of neg ro rule. 
T h is is a necessary step towards the esta b­ 
lishm ent of leg itim a te w hite suprem a cy. 
If 
a ha lf-dozen states were to g o R epublica n a 
few tim es, the fa ct w ould advertise to the 
N orth the disa ppea ra nce of the Solid South

In the excitement that prevails throughout 
Ohio over the rejection of Murat Halstead 
for Minister to Germauy it is now proposed 
to nominate him as the Republican candidate 
for Governor next fall. 
Should this be done 
there is little doubt of his election, for he has 
the undivided sympathy of Ohio Reoublicans, 
while thousands of Democrats who believe 
that Pendleton was defeated by Standard Oil 
money in that memorable contest live years 
ago would give him their votes as a rebuke to 
Senator Payne. 
And Halstead’s election by 
the people would be sueh a vindication as no 
other i>o\ver could give him. A second nom i­ 
nation to Berlin, and a confirmation by the 
aid of votes from the new ly admitted stales, 
could afford him no such consolation as an 
election to the highest office in his own state. 
And it could be done w ithout irritation to

dent Harrison, who has the best of reasons 
for wishing to avoid being drawn into a quur 
rel over an issue that is purely personal. 
W e quote in another part of this paper an 
article from Mr. Halstead’s journal, written by 
his partner while its subject is too sick to lake 
any interest in the matter, 
It defines the line 
of warfare that has been mapped out by the 
Commereial-Qazette against the Senators. 
It 
reiterates the old 
charges against them 
either of having been brought under the iu- 
lluence of Standard Oil m oney, or of having 
beett restrained from an investigation of the 
Payne case by guilty knowedge of the influ­ 
ence that money had been permitted to exert 
l:i their own elections. 
T his language justi­ 
fies, after the fact, the course of the Senators 
in rejecting Mr. Halstead. N o man of intelli­ 
gence outside of the Commercial-Gazette office 
believes or affects to to believe that Standard 
Oil money prevented au investigation. Neither 
is there ground for suspecting that these Sen- 
atois owed their elections to a corrupt use of 
money and were restrained from acting 
through threats of exposure of their own con 
duct. 
Even in regard to Senator Payne, uo 
evidence was ever adduced to convict him of 
guilty participation in the frauds by which 
his nomination was secured in a Legislature 
that had been chosen for the express purpose 
’ of re-electing Mr. Pendleton. 
The Commer­ 
cial-Gazette only weakens its case by these 
extravagant accusations, to sustain which it 
has never furnished a line or word of proof. 
The Senate refused to investigate because the 
charges did not seriously involve Senator 
Payne himself, and because w ith him left out 
the quarrel became a state affair, to be fought 
out between two factions of the Democratic 


party. 
Democratic newspapers are in a rapture of 
exultation over what one of them describes 
as “ the first serious rupture in the Republican 
party since the election o f President Har­ 
rison.” 
But there is no rupture and no oc 
casion for one.

for the higher position. 
H ayes saw Stanley 
M atthews rejected 
for the Suprem e Court, 
but his renomination by Garfield was ap 
proved. 
Mr. Cleveland hud the good fortune 
to find a Republican Senate in possession, and 
was treated more generously than any R e­ 
publican President had been by a Senate of 
either party, even nom inations positively 
scandalous being allowed to go through. 
The Democrats who are exulting over H al­ 
stead’s rejection as full of evil portent to the 
Republican [tarty need to jog their m em ­ 
ories. 
All the rejections o f nominations that 
have ever happened produced no effect upon 
the unity and integrity of the party. 
And it 
now leaves Mr. Halstead and his enemies to 
settle their purely itersonal quarrel between 
them selves, assured that it w ill not weaken 
the Republicanism or the fidelity of any party 
to the controversy.

The mob was led by Thomas and William 
Lawrence, uncles of the murdered man. The 
officers opposed the mob. 
Finally a clash 
occurred in the heart of 1 lie City, but a short 
distance from the jail. 
The officers refused 
i demand for tlie surrender of the prisoner, 
and the 
ex cited 
crowd 
attacked 
them. 
Clubs were freely used, but the mob, rushing 
on the officers in a body, got the prisoner in 
their possession. 
The officers then drew their 
revolvers and with reinforcements charged on 
the mol>, again securing their prisoner and 
landing him in jail.

Manhattan, 
Teeumseb, 
Winnibugo 
and 
Chickasaw. 
The wooden vessels were lashed 
together two and two and the iron clads cov­ 
ered the right flank of the wooden ships. 
The Teeumseb led, 
the 
Mauh.ittan, of 
which Mr. Sehoonmaker was the Ex ecutive 
Officer, was second in line, and the Wiuni- 
bago and Chickasaw followed. When abreast 
of Fort Morgan the Teeumseb was blown 
up by a torpedo, sank to the bottom and 115 
men were drowned. 
The Manhattan then 
led the iron clads and was the first vessel to 
come in contact with the Confederate ram 
Tennessee, commanded by the Rebel Admiral 
Buchanan. 
By the good management of the 
Manhattan, under the supervision of Cap­ 
tain Sehoonmaker, this formidaole Confeder­ 
ate vessel was unable to strike one of the Fed­ 
eral wooden ships while passing Ihefoit. 
They all passed safely to the anchorage in 
the upper part of the Bay. 
There were 155 
men killed and 81 wounded on the several ves­ 
sels while passing the forts and the Confeder­ 
ate flee'. Soon after the Union vessels had 
anchored,the Confederate Admiral Buchanan 
with his ram, the Tennessee, started up the 
Bay to destroy the Union vessels. 
All the 
vessels weighed anchor and stood ready for 
its approach. 
At first the wooden ships 
headed for the ram with the intention oflmt- 
ting and running it down, but their hutting 
and heavy shots against its hull had no per­ 
ceptible effect. 
At last Captain Schoon- 
maker’s vessel engaged the ram at close quar­ 
ters, the two vessels being not more than 15 
yards apart. 
Captain Sehoonmaker had per­ 
sonal charge of the 15 inch gun in the turrit 
of his monitor, and first began to tire the im­ 
mense 15-inch solid shot with 35 pouud9 of 
powder. 
The projectiles with this charge of 
powder had no effect on the ram’s armor, 
[’key glanced off,doing no more damage than 
as though they had been marbles, 
lie in­ 
creased the charge at each firing, until 60 
pounds was placed behind the ball. 
At this 
discharge the armor of the Tennessee was 
penetrated, which carried death and destruc­ 
tion across the deck of the ram, and seriously 
wounded Admiral Buchanan. 
The Chicka­ 
saw was also engaging the rebel vessel’s stern, 
and damaged the steering apparatus, soon af­ 
ter which Buchanan surrendered his vessel to 
the Union fleet. 
Had it not been for the Man­ 
hattan and the admirable manner in which 
it was managed that day by Captain Sohoon- 
inakcr, tbe whole wooden fleet would have 
been destroyed in Mobile Bav.”

There are 209 ucres of land and it contains a 
snuff mill.” 
“ A finished coquette at a ball asked a gen­ 
tleman who sat near her whilst she adjusted 
her tucker, whether he could tlirt a fan. 
which she held in her hand. 
‘No, madam.’ 
answered he, proceeding to use it—‘but I cun 
fan a tlirt.’” 
“ The yellow fever has appeared in Rector 
street. New-York, also at the Battery, North 
River, which has heretofore been considered 
the most healthful part of the Citv.” 
“ Fine crops of wheat and rye have been 
raised throughout Ulster County this season. 
Not only is the yield more abundant, but the 
giuin is generally plump and 
beautiful. 
Cornelius Cole and 'William Cole, of Marble 
town, have together raised about 
3,000 
bushels of handsome wheat, while another 
farmer of the same town has produced 400 
bushels of wheat at the average rate of 40 
bushels to the acre.” Says the editor, some 
what ironically, “ In the midst of such 
abundance we deem it Improbable that tbe 
cry of hard times will bw heard iu Ulster for 
at least the term of a year nex t ensuing.”

“ Commodore Hull lias asked the Secretary 
of the Navy that another court of inquiry b 
held on his public conduct. 
Lafayette is tli 
only surviving <rener.il who fought for the 
liberties of the United States.” 
“ V anderlyn, the artist, is ex hibiting hiseel 
ebrated pictures Ariadne, Cains Marius and 
the Battle of Waterloo, at Charleston.” 
" 1 feel much gratified with the laudnbli 
and liberal spirit displayed by the Directors 
of this village in having contributed $30 to 
defray the ex penses of removing the small 
stone building in frout of the Dutch Reformed 
Church, which obstructs the street, and lias 
been considered a nuisance for a least half 
century.” 
“ A countryman, while in New-York, camt 
to a board fence, which enclosed the yellow 
fever district, and inquired what it was for. 
He was informed, and then he said: ' I hav< 
often heard of I lie Board of Health, hut I 
never saw it before.’ ”

II. I). Baldwin, of Kingston, who partici­ 
pated in the battle of Mobile Bay, contributes 
the following, which tells of the im portant 
part tbe late Captaiu Sehooumaker took in 
that memorable naval combat: 
Since the loss of the United States naval 
vessels in tbe Harbor of Apai, on the Island 
of Upola, known to sailors as one of the 
‘ Navigator Groups,’ much has been said 
and written in regard to tbe naval record of 
Captain Cornelius Marius Schoonmaker. 
In 
the main his record of service in the Navy is 
correct; but all papers have failed, aud even 
the official reports sent to W ashington at the 
time have failed to give him credit for the 
valiant service he rendered to his country on 
August 5, 1864, at the memorable battle in 
Mobile Bay. The vessels engaged in running 
past the forts that day were the following : 
The Hartford, Admiral 
Farragut’s 
Flag 
Ship, Metacomet, Bnvrklyn, Oetorara, Rich­ 
mond, Fort Royal, Ossipee, Itasca, L uka- 
waua, Sirainole, Monongaliela, Kennebeck, 
Gneida 
nnd 
the 
Galena, 
all 
wooden 
ships, 
together 
with 
the 
iron 
clads 
Manhattan, 
Teeumseh, 
Winnibago 
and 
Chickasaw. 
The wooden vessels were lashed 
together two and two and the iron clads cov­ 
ered the right flunk of the wooden ships. 
The Teeumseh led, 
the 
Mauhattan, of 
which Mr. Schoonmaker was the Exeeulive 
Officer, was second in line, nnd the Wiuni- 
hago and Chickasaw followed. W henabreust 
of Fort Morgan the Teeumseh was blown 
up by a torpedo, sank to the bottom and 115 
men were drowned. 
The Manhattan then 
led the iron clads and was the first vessel to 
come in contact with the Confederate ram 
Tennessee, commanded by the Rebel Admiral 
Buchanan. 
By the good management of the 
Manhattan, under the supervision of Cap- 
taiu Schoonmaker, this formidaule Confeder 
ate vessel was unable to strike one of the Fed­ 
eral wooden ships while passing tb efo tt. 
They all passed safely to the anchorage in 
the upper part of ttie Bay. 
There were 155 
men killed and 81 wounded on the several ves 
seis while passing the forts and the Confeder 
ate flee*. Soon after the Union vessels had 
anchored,the Confederate Admiral Buchanan 
with his ram, the Tennessee, started up the 
Bay to destroy the Union vessels. 
All the 
vessels weighed anchor and stood ready for 
its approach. 
At first the wooden ships 
headed for the ram with the intention of but­ 
ting and running it down, hut their hutting 
and heavy shots against its hull had no per 
ceptible effect. 
At last Captain Sclioon- 
maker’s vessel engaged the ram at close quar 
ters, the two vessels being not more than 15 
yards apart. 
Captain Schoonmaker had per­ 
sona! charge of the 15 inch nun in the turrit 
of his monitor, aud first began to fire the im 
mense 15-inch solid shot with 35 pouuds of 
powder. 
The projectiles with this charge of 
powder had no effect on the ram ’s armor 
They glanced off.doing no more damage than 
as though they had been marbles. 
He in­ 
creased the charge at each tiring, until 60 
pounds was placed behind the ball. 
At this 
discharge the armor of the Tennessee was 
penetrated, which carried death and destruc­ 
tion across the deck of the ram, nnd seriously 
wounded Admiral Buchanan. 
The Chicka­ 
saw was also engaging the rebel vessel’s stern, 
und damaged the steering apparatus, soon af 
ter which Buchanan surrendered his vessel to 
the Union fleet. 
Had it not I teen for the Man 
liattau and the admirable manner in which 
it was managed that day l*v Captain Schoon­ 
maker, the whole wooden fleet would have 
been destroyed in Mobile Bay.”

TEMS OF NEWS OF YE OLDEN TIMES 


F o u n d in a P a p e r D ate d A u c u s t, 1 8 3 ? - V a n - 
d e rlv n , th e A rtis t, 
The following items of news of olden times 
were found in a Kingston paper dated A u­ 
gust, 1822: 
“ Thomas Bolton, master in chancery, will 
sell a number of pieces of property in Ulster 
County, about seven miles from Kingston. 
There are 209 acres of land aud it contains a 
snuff m ill.” 
“ A finished coquette at a ball asked a gen­ 
tleman who sat near her whilst she adjusted 
her tucker, w hether he could flirt a fan. 
which she held in her hand. 
‘No, m adam ,’ 
answered he, proceeding to use it—‘but I cun 
fan a flirt.’ ” 
“ The yellow fever has appeared in Reetor- 
street, New-York, also at the Battery, North 
River, which has heretofore been considered 
the most healthful part of the City.” 
“ Ft ne crops of wheat and rye have been 
raised throughout Ulster County this season. 
Not only is the yield more abundant, but the 
giain is genernlly plump and 
beautiful. 
Cornelius Cole and William Cole, of Marble- 
town. have together raised about 
3,000

ing and killing bears as naturally as though 
born to him. 
Mr. Dyer was in Kingston to­ 
day to negotiate for the sale of the hide of a 
large bear, which his son and a boy named 
Stanley Neise killed this week. 
Mr. Dyer 
disposed of the skin to R. E. Best. 
Upon 
being asked he related the story of the killing 
of Bruiu to a reporter of T ite F r e e m a n , u s 
follows: 
“ The boys, ‘F red.’ and Stanley, started 
out with my large bear dog on a wild cat 
hunt. 
They had a double-barrelled breach- 
loader gun and loaded with bird shot. 
They 
went into what is called the Painter’s Kill. 
The dog looked up the mountain after they 
got to the foot of it and began to sniff and 
holler and finally started up. 
Neise’s hoy 
was kinder behind. 
The dog finally stopped 
by some logs. 
Neise says: ’ Run up ’F red.’ 
maybe 
lie's 
got 
a 
bear.’ 
Of course^ 
they had no idea he had a bear. 
‘Fred ’ 
hurried up with tbe gun. 
The dog kept 
maiiimr an awful fuss and flying back and 
forth. 
YVlicn ‘Fred.’ 
got 
up 
there he 
looked over some logs and saw something 
in 
a 
big 
hole 
on 
the other side. 
Aot knowing just what it was, he cocked 
both barrels and let her go. 
L p came a big 
black bear, that had been shot in the head 
and was bleeding like a butch r. 
The bird 
shot, though, was so light it did not disable 
her. 
The boy ran back down the hill and 
hollered to Stanley: ‘ There is somethin' there 
—a bear or somethin’.’ 
Stanley and ‘Fred.’ 
both went up. 
Stanley said: * Don t let’s 
be afraid; give me your gun.’ Stanley had 
some loaded shells in his pocket, and he 
shoved a couple in the gun. 
Then the bear 
jumped out. 
It was a big she bear with two 
cubs. 
The old dog grabbed the bear l>y one 
of her hind legs, 
and that turned her 
before she got her claws on 
the boys. 
Neise’s boy was excited, 
but he 
fired 
the gun aud shot the bear in the nose, which 
you sec by the skin is kiuder torn. 
T hat 
only made her worse. 
Neise's boy ran up to 
give her a kick. 
The boys ouirht to have 
known better than to get in close quarters 
with that bear, but they both went at her 
with pluck. 
Stanley kicked thq hear while 
‘Fred.’ used the gun for a club. W ith one 
blow of her big paws she knocked Stanley 
over and then stumbled and rolled on him. 
My boy struck the bear on her head with all 
his might and broke the gun. 
The bear tore 
the trowsers clear off Neise’s boy. 
He 
shouted, ‘Fred.’ give me the gun.’ ‘F red.’ 
says, 
‘The 
gun 
is 
broken,’ 
but 
he 
snatched it out of ‘Fred.’s’ hand and with 
the barrel pounded the bear over her head. 
Stanley got on his feet, aud 
the boys 
backed down 
the 
mountain, the bear 
following, fighting all she 
could, while 
the 
dog clung 
to 
her hind 
legs. 
If 
it hadn't been for the dog I believe she would 
have killed the boys right there and then. 
I 
tell you it was lucky they hud the dog with 
them. 
It was the awfulest sight. 
W hy, the 
snow, which is two feet deep on that moun­ 
tain. is all tread down and red with blood for 
nearly half a mile. 
The fight was kept up 
and finally with the pounding and the bleed­ 
ing and the worrying of the dog they got the 
bear killed. 
They got the two cubs. 
The 
boys were pretty well used up. 
Their clothes 
were torn in tatters. 
They went down the 
mountain and got two men to help and man­ 
aged to drag the beast down to nu open Held, 
where they' loaded it on a sleigh and drew it 
out with a team of oxen. 
It weighed 200 
pounds. 
The cubs weigli alniut 10 pounds 
apiece. 
DuBois, of 
the Big Indian Hotel, 
offered the boys $30 for them. 
Pretty good 
price fora pair of baby cubs, $1.50 a pound,

Mr. Cleveland had the good fortune 
to find a Republican Senate in |NMHct*ioti, and 
was treated more generously than any R e­ 
publican President had I s m by it Senate of 
either party, even

scandalous tieing allow ed to go through. 
T he Democrats who are exulting over Hal- 
xii ad’s rejection as full o f evil |iortent to tho

need to jog their mom

could not within this generation acquire enough m n- 
cation, or even inform ation, to establish political 
convictions that would carry bun through orderly 
or steadfaat ways into either o r both political p ar­ 
ties. 
His vote would lie in any event lumped aud 
congested, and the prey of the corrupt or crafty. Iii 
Mississippi, for exam ple, there are LUM) illiterate 
w hite voters aud 145.UAI illiterate black voters. 
A ud then it a sk s several questions, their 
suLsuance being: 
“ Is there a state in lite 
North iii which the white people would not 
com bine their votes and their wealth in one 
party if a population o f illiterate negroes 
were in the m ajority?” 
W ell the South seem s to be confronting a 
dilem m a with two horns to it.

THU BATTLE OF MOBILE BAY 


IMPORTANT PART T H E LATE CAPTAIN 
SCHOONM AKER TOO K IN IT. 


Ile C om m anded th e Iro n C lad M an h a tta n ,

IL D. Baldwin, of Kingston, who partici­ 
pated in the battle of Mobile Bay, contributes 
the following, which tells of the important 
part the late Captain Schoonmaker took in 
that memorable naval combat: 
“ Since the loss of the United States naval 
vessels in the Harbor of Apa!, on th# Island 
of Upoln, known to sailors as one of the 
‘ Navigator Groups,’ much has lieen said 
and written In regard to the naval record of 
Captain Cornelius Marius Schoonmaker. 
In 
the main hi* record of service in the Navy is 
correct; hut all papers have failed, and even 
the official reports sent to Washington at the 
time have failed to give him credit for the 
valiant service he rendered to his country on 
August 5, 1864, at the memorable bittie in 
Mobile Bay. The vessels engaged in matting 
past the forts that day- wert* the following : 
The Hartford, Admiral 
Farragut’* 
Flag 
Ship, Mctncomet, Brooklyn, Octorara, Rich­ 
mond, Port Royal, Ossipee, Itasca, L u ka- 
wana, Sirainole, Monongahela, Kennebeck, 
Oneida 
and 
the 
Galena, 
all 
wooden 
ships, 
together 
with 
the 
iron 
clads 
Manhattan, 
Tecumseh, 
Winnibugo 
and 
Chickasaw. The wooden vessels were lashed 
toge ther two and two and the iron clads cov­ 
ered lite right flank of (lie wooden ships. 
Tile Tecumseh led, 
the 
Manhattan, of 
which Mr. Schoonmaker was the Executive 
Officer, was second in line, and the Wittni- 
hago and C hickasaw followed. When abreast 
of Fort Morgan the Tecumseh was blown 
up by a tor|K(lo, sank to tin; liotiom and 115 
men were drowned. 
The Manhattan then 
led tile iron clads ami was lite first vessel to 
come in contact with (lie Confederate ram 
Tennessee, commanded bv Hie Hubei Admiral 
Buchanan. 
By the good management of the 
Manhattan, under the supervision of Cap­ 
tain Bclioniimaker, lids formidable Confeder 
ate vessel was unable to strike one of lite Fed 
era! wooden ships while pausing the foil. 
They all passed safely to tin* anchorage in 
the upper part of the Buy. 
There were 155 
men killed and 81 w ounded on the several ves | 
M-l* w hile passing the forts and the Confeder­ 
ate flee'. Soon nftcr the Union vessels had 
anchored,the Confederate Admiral Buchanan 
with his ram, the Tennessee, started up the 
Bay to destroy the Union vessels. 
All thi­ 
ves sol* weighed anchor and Mood ready for 
its approach. 
At first the wooden ships 
headed for the rum With the intention of but­ 
ting and running it down, but their butting 
ami heavy shots against its hull had no |K-r- 
i-eptihle effect. 
At last Captain Schoon- 
maker's vessel engaged the ram til close (juar 
tors, the two vessels Itcing not more than 15 
yards apart. 
Capulin Schoonmaker bud per­ 
sonal charge of the 15 inch gun in the turrit 
of his monitor, and first liegun to fire the im ­ 
mense 15-inch solid shot with 35 pounds of 
powder. 
The projectiles with this charge of 
powder had no effect on the ram's armor, 
They glanced off,doing no more damage than 
as though they had been marbles,

creased the charge at eat It firing, until 60 
islands was placed liebiud the ball.

discharge the armor of the Tennessee was 
penetrated, which carried death and destruc­ 
tion ticros* the deck of the ram, and seriously 
wounded Admiral Buchanan.
